HARRISON CHIDES 
HARDING FOR LONG 
PLEASURE JAUNTS 


President Absent From Capi- 
tal, Senator Points Out, 
While Former Soldiers Are 
Offered at Auction. 


MORE WORK, LESS 
PLAY, DEMANDED 


Senate Ready to Take Up 
Recent Treaties, ‘Which 
Borah Will Fight; House 
Marks Time. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The 
American people “want more work 
and less play,” Senator Harrison, 
Democrat, Mississippi, declared to- 
day in the Senate, in describing Pres- 
ident Harding’s recent trip to New 
York State on the presidential yacht 
Mayflower. 

The trip was taken, he said, ‘“‘while 
millions of Americans were hanging 
their heads in shame” because men 
who “helped win the war’ were be- 
ing offered on the auction block in 


Boston. 

He further criticised the President 
and administration for “playing pol- 
ities” in the recent exchange of let- 
ters between the President and Sen- 
ator McCormick, Republican, Llinois, 
The communication of the President, 
Senator Harrison declared, was a 
“nolitical letter’? which “shocked and 
almost pained” some Democrats. It 
was written, Senator Harrison 
charged, to aid the election yester- 
day ‘of Senator Bursum, Republican, 
New Mexico, becaitsse Harrison said, 
Senator McCormick, chairman of the 
Senatorial Campaign Committee, was 
“worried over the new Mexican sit- 
uation.” 

“What the American people 
want,” the Mississippi Senator said, 
“ig more results and fewer recom- 
mendations; more meal tickets and 
fewer bread lines, more prosperity 
and fewer poorhouses,” 

Declaring that there were nearly 
6,000,000 persons out of employment 
in the United States, Senator Harri- 
son charged that the Republicans 
had failed to keep their campaign 
pledges of increased prosperity in 
the country. 

Auction Block Compensation. 

Describing recent scenes on Bos- 
ton Commons, when men, stripped 
to the waist, were knocked down to 
those bidding highest for their serv- 
ices, the speaker said that, while 
this was going on, the President had 
asked the Senate to defeat the sol- 
dier adjusted compensation bill. 

“Oh, yes, you promised adjusted 
compensation to the soldiers,” Sena- 
tor Harrison said to the Republican 
Senators, “and you gave them the 
auction block.” 

Senator Harrison also attacked 
President Harding for claiming the 
disarmament conference as “a Re- 
publican achievement.” 

“It was forced upon him, against 
his will,” Senator Harrison de- 
clared, charging that the adminis- 
tration accepted the Borah amend- 
ment to the naval appropriation bill 
only when it was assured of adop- 
tion. 

Senator Harrison deplored politics 
in connection with the conference 
and said there would be no more 
Democratic criticism during the 
conference. He expressed wishes 
for its success and deplored Secre- 
tary Hughes’ cognomen of “a con- 
ference for limitation of armament” 
instead of the original and popular 
term of disarmament conference.

Congress Reconvenes. 

Congress reassembled at noon to- 
day after a recess of 30 days, with 
prospect that the extra session will 
run into the regular session begin- 
ning in December. 

Fifty-four Senators,, 33 Repub- 
licans and 21 Democrats, answered 
to the Senate roll call after Vice 
President Coolidge had convened 
that body. The session opened with 
the usual confusion of greetings and 
handshakings. The gallery was well 
filled. 

Few members of the House were 
present and Representative Walsh, 
Massachusetts, acted as Speaker pro 
tem in the absence of Speaker Gillett. 
Without transacting other business 
than the aproval of the journal, ad- 
journment was taken until Saturday. 

Under a gentleman's agreement, 
in the House, that body will 
begin immediately a series of three- 
day recesses until Oct. 4, while the 
Senate goes ahead on tax revision, 
the ratification of peace treaties with 
Germany, Austria and Hungary. and 
with a nurober of other important 
matters, including the anti-beer, rall- 
road debt funding, allied debt re- 
funding and Panama Canal tolls 
bills.

First Blast Occurs When Shifts Are Being 
Changed in Laboratory—Every One of © 
800 Workers in Building Said to 
Have Met Death. 


By the Associated Press. 
MAYENCE, Germany, Sept. 


21.—Eight hundred are 


reported to have been killed and many injured today by explo- 


sions in the Badische Anilinfabrik Works at Oppau, near Franken- 


thal, in the Rhine palatinate. 


The disaster appears to have been 
one of the most terrible in the his- 
tory of industrial catastrophies. 

The first explosion occurred when 
the shifts were being changed at 
7:45 a. m,. in a laboratory where 800 
men were working. All of these are 
reported to have been killed. 

This explosion was followed by a 
rapid succession of others which ren- 
dered assistance to the first victims 
impossible. 

People 13 Miles Away Killed. 

The concussions were so terrific 
that they were felt in this city, some 
35 miles from the scene, while at 
Mannheim, 13 miles distant, almost 
every window was shattered and Sev- 
eral persons were killed and 36 oth- 
ers injured by debris. 

Some persons were killed at Lud- 
wigshafen, across the river from 
Mannheim. Many roofs were blown 
off houses and all the windows in 
the town were broken at Worme, 
while of Oppau itself nothing re- 
mains but a heap of ruins. 

The shock was felt as far as 
Frankfort, more than 40 miles away, 
and many windows were broken 
there. 

The whole district was enveloped 
in thick smoke which, together with 
the cutting of telegraph and tele- 
phone communication with neigh- 


All the available 
rushed to the spot, but the work of 
rescue was found by the relief par- 
ties to be exceedingly difficult. 

Rescuers who penetrated Oppau 
reported finding hundreds of dead 
and wounded lying in the debris. 
The uninjured inhabitants fled in 
panic when the explosions occurred. 

Rerorts from the scene various- 
ly describe the disaster as due to 
the explosion of a gas or spirits 
tank. 

One of the most circumstantial 
ports says the first explosion - 
curred in laboratory No. 53 of the 
old plant of the Badische company 


in Oppau. The laboratory was raised 
bodily by the air pressure from the 
shock and then collapsed, not a 
single one of the 800 workers in it 
escaping death, this account states.

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PUBLIC LEWIS’ LETTER 
West Virginia Official Says Ap- 
peal Is Refutation of Statement 


That State Government Had 
Failed. 


By the Assoctated Press. 
CHARLESTON, W. Va., Sept. 21. 
—Gov. E. F. Morgan yesterday made 


public letters exchanged between 
himself and John L. Lewis, president 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America, wtih reference to protec-| 
tion for C. F. Keeney and Fred 
Mooney, president and decretary- 
treasurer of District No. 17 of the) 
miners’ organization. Keeney and 
Mooney are in jail at Williamson. 
charged with complicity in the, 
deaths of Ambrose Goslin and Dan} 
Whitt, who died from gunshot 
wounds surfered during the three 
days’ disturbance in Mingo’ County 
last May. Lewis’ appeal as given 
out by the Governor said: 

“In view of the fact that Presi- 
ident C. F. Keeney and Secretary- 
Treasurer Fred Mooney of District 
No. 17, United Mine Workers of 
America, have surrendered to the au- 
thorities of the State of West Vir- 
ginia in answer to grand jury indict- 
ments previously rendered against 
them, I sincerely hope that your of- 
fice will take every necessary step 
to insure the safety of their person 
and their lives. This request is ne- 
cessitated by the fact that formerly 
members of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America in West Virginia who 
became prisoners of the common- 
wealth were subjected to personal 
indignities resulting in certain in- 
stances in logs of life." 

The Governor replied as follows: 

“I acknowledge: receipt of your 
telegram of the nineteenth instant 
requesting protection for Frank Kee- 
ney and Fred Mooney under indict- 
ment for murder in Mingo and Lo- 
gan Counties. Your a 1 to the 
constituted authorities of t State 
follows within a few hours of your 
public statement that the State Gov- 
ernment of West Virginia had broken 
down. Your belated recognition 
that our Government is functioning 
is complete refutation of your previ- 
ous statement, Keeney and Mooney, 
of course, will have the protection 
of the authorities. However, if you 
had shown the same solicitude for 
the poor toiling members of your 
organization who were incited and 
coerced into insurrection that you 
now display for its officers, Keeney 
and Mooney, many, many lives 
would have been saved, hundreds of 
members of your organization would 
not be standing under indictments 
and the good name of West Virginia 
would not have been maligned from 
one end of this country toe the oth- 
er.””

Alderman Luke Hart said a ton 
of the coke had been offered him 
and he refused it, but while out of 
the ctiy Monday a load of the coke 
'was dumped in front: of his house 
and his wife had it put in the base- 
ment. He sald the representative of 
the company had told him it was a 
new product and the company was 
adopting this means of introducing 
it in the St. Louls market. 

H. E. Davis, secretary of the coal 
company, said he: hoped the offer of 
the company would not be miscon- 
strued, as it was purely cn adver- 
tising campaign, intended to intro- 
duce the coke among well-known 
persons in different parts of the city 
to whom they could refer prospec- 
tive purchasers. He said the com- 
pany also wanted to.show that the 
smoke nuisance could be eliminated 
by the use af coke, and incidentally 
to get their product on the market 
Min large quantities. 

President Aloe of the Board of 
Aldermen said he would make a 
preliminary investigation of the re- 
porfed acceptance of a load of the 
coke by one Alderman, and if the 
situation warranted a further inves- 
tigation, he would order it.

Irish settlement, said yesterday in 
the course of an interview that the 
question was whether the British 
was sincerely seeking 
peace or merely trying to sell Ireland 
a gold brick. 

“The Government’s reply to Mr. 

Valera’s last letter,” he added, 
indicate the answer to that 
question. If it seeks to impose pre- 
liminary conditions to the confér- 
ence, that will be conclusive proof of 
its belief that it can play on Ireland 
the confidence trick of its predeces- 
sors—successfully worked in turn on 
the Ireland of O'Connell, Butt and 
Redmond.

Auction Block Compensation. 

Describing recent scenes on Bos- 
ton Commons, when men, stripped 
to the waist, were knocked down to 
those bidding highest for their serv- 
ices, the speaker said that, while 
this was going on, the President had 
asked the Senate to defeat the sol- 
dier adjusted compensation bill. 

“Oh, yes, you promised adjusted 
compensation to the soldiers,” Sena- 
tor Harrison said to the Republican 
Senators, “and you gave them the 
auction block.” 

Senator Harrison also attacked 
President Harding for claiming the 
‘disarmament conference as “a Re- 
publican achievement.” 

“It was forced upon him, against 
| his will,” Senator Harrison de- 
clared, charging that the adminis- 
tration accepted the Borah amend- 
ment to the naval appropriation bill 
only when it was assured of adop- 
tion. 

Senator Harrison deplored politics 
in connection with the conference 
and said there would be no more 
Democratic criticism during the 
conference. He expressed wishes 
for its success and deplored Secre- 
tary Hughes’ cognomen of “a con- 
ference for limitation of armament” 
instead of the original and popular 
Fate of disarmament conference. 

“The new peace treaties also 
were attacked by Senator Harrison, 
who sald they were “an absolute be- 
trayal of everything the soldier boys 
fought for,” and an abandonment of 
the allies. 

Congress Reconvenes. 

Congress reassembled at noon to-

People 13 Miles Away Killed. 

The concussions were so terrific 
that they were felt in this city, some 
35 miles from the scene, while at 
Mannheim, 13 miles distant, almost 
every window was shattered and sev- 
| eral persons were killed and 36 oth- 
|ers injured by debris. 

Some persons were killed at Lud- 
wigshafen, across the river from 
Mannheim. Many roofs were blown 
off houses and all the windows in 
the town were broken at Worme, 
while of Oppau itself nothing re- 
mains but a heap of ruins. 

The shock was felt as far as 
Frankfort, more than 40 miles away, 
and many windows were broken 
there. 

The whole district was enveloped 
in thick smoke which, together with 
the cutting of telegraph and tele- 
phone communication with neigh- 
boring towns, hampered the efforts 
at assistance. 

Work of Rescue Difficult. 

All the available fire brigades were 
rushed to the spot, but the work of 
rescue was found by the relief par- 
ties to be exceedingly difficalt. 

Rescuers who penetrated Oppau 
reported finding hundreds of dead 
and wounded lying in the debris. 
The uninjured inhabitants fled in 
panic when the explosions occurred, 

Rerorts from the scene various- 
ly describe the disaster as due to 
the explosion of a gas or spirits 
tank. 

One of the most circumstantial 
ports says the first explosion - 
curred in laboratory No. 53 of the 
old plant of the Badische company 


in Oppau. The laboratory was raised 
bodily by the air pressure from the 
shock and then collapsed, not a 
single one of the 800 workers init 
escaping death, this account states. 


The region in the Rhine Palatinate 
where today’s disastrous 
occurred was developed | the 
war into oné of. the most 
and productive of Germany's chem- 
ical munition supply districts. Op- 
pau itself is a comparatively «mall 
town, with only a few thousand pop- 
ulation, but near by are Frankenthal, 
a considerably larger place, and Lud- 
wigshafen, which has a population 
of some 75,000 and which during the 
war was accounted the largest of the 
German chemical manufacturing 
plants for war purposes. The chem- 
ical works there still are operating 
on a vast scale. It is about seven miles 
southeast of Frankenthal and direct- 
ly across the Rhine from Mannheim. 

During the war the region was 
bombarded by allied Air squadrona, 
Ludwigshafen being their particular

SUPREME COURT ASKED 10 
REVIEW ESTATE INCOME CASE 


Solicitor-General Declares Proceed- 
ing of Vital Importance to 
Government, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—BSolicl- 
tor-General Beck asked the Supreme 
Court today to revise an income tax 
case which he declared of vital im- 
porfance to the Government, in- 
volving the question whether in- 
comes of estates are subject to the 

income tax. 

The proceeding was instituted in 
the United States District Court at 
Chicago by the First Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank as trustee of the estate 
of Otto Young, deceased, to recover 
$39,667, which the Government had 
collected as tax on the income of 
the estate during 191%, 1914 and 
1915. The Government won, but the 
Court of Appeals reversed the deci- 
sion. 

“This decision should not be per- 
mitted to stand,” the Solicitor said 
in his motion. “as in effect it would 
permit the accumulation of enor- 
mous amounts of money for future 
and unascertained beneficiaries 
which would escape their just share 
of taxation under the income tay 
law.”
